WHEREAS, 1t is deomed advisable by the City Oounocll of the City of Austin toc take
steps at this time to prevent further oconfusion of the two Onion Streets; therefore,

When the Texus Publlc Service Company requires definite information

upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the loocation of

their asgignmenta, they shall apply to the 0ity Engineering Department not less than

‘three (3) daye befors such informaticn 1s required. The Texas Publio Bervice Company

ig further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expenase of repalrs

or replacement of any underground utllity damaged duriﬁs the construotion of lines

named in thie resolution.

conastruction done within the City atreets shall be done by a bondced sidewalk contractor
under the direction and supervision of the Clty Englneer of the City of Austin and in
accordance with lines and grades furnished by the Englneering Department of the City of

. Austin.

Councilman Wolf introduced the following resolutlon:

WHEREAS, negotlatlions between the City of Austin and the State Highway Department
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have been going on for several years relative tc the bullding of a bridge in the City
of Austin over the Colorado River, and the necessary streets and approaches thereto;
and

WHEREAS, & tentative verbal agreement was mnde by the City of Austin and the State
Highway Department in February of 193¢ and again in July, 1938; and

WHEREAS, &t & oonference on January 17, 1939, attended by the City Manager of the
City of Austin, the State Highway Englneer, and other representatives of the State High-
vay Department, and the County Judge, and other offlolale repreaenting Travis County,
this agreement and understonding was substantially oconfirmed in writing, subject %o the
approval of the Uity Council, the Commissioners Court, and the State Highway Commiasion;
and

WHEREAS, the City Council after oareful oonsideration of the provisions of this
written understanding conour in its general plan; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNGCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT the general statement relating to the proposed highway bridge, underpass and
approaches be and the same 1s hereby approved, subjeoct to.slmilar acoeptance by the
Commigsioners Court and the State Highway Commission; and that the City Manager be and
he is hereby authorized to exeoute such agreements as the State Highway Commlsaion may
require, within the general limitations of the following proposed plan.

The State Highway Department agrees to build a bridge over the Colorade River,
together with an underpass: and approaches thereto, and will be respensible for the
total cost of all improvements from S5th Street to the connection of the U, 8. Highway
No., 290 at the interseotion of the Barten Springs and Frederickeburg Roade, and also
a westerly connection from U. S. Highway No. 81 through the Austiln State Hospilal
grounde to conneot with the streets leading to and conneoting with sald underpase and
bridge; and the ity of Austin will provide tﬁe neceasary right-of=-way and improvements
from 5th Street north along such streets as may be mutually agreed upon, and hereln
for convenience referred to as the ghoal Creek Boulevard location, with the general
understanding that estimates at thie time indlocate that the cost of the proposed luprove-
ments to the State Highway Department and the cost to the City of Austin of right-of-way
and ipprovements to be undertaken Dy sald City are approximately the same, and are
estimated to be between $275,000.00 and $300,000,00 eaoh. It is understood that as the
work progreeses should it be found that such ocosts are not approximately equal, then
the expenditures by oither party will De open to disoussicn for the purpose of arriving
at torms mutually satisfaoctory.

In undertaking this major oconstruction program, it is contemplated that during
1939 the City of Austin will begin the purchase of the necessary right-of-way end suoh
other work incident to the development of this projeot as can be undertaken with the
funde avallable in 1939, and the State Highway Department will begin the preparation
of detatled plans and speoifications for the Colorado River bridge and the railroad
underpass .

| During 1940, the City will construct a portion of the improvements agreed upon as
being the most essential, and the State Highway Department will appropriate funds guf -
ficient to pay for the ccst of the lmprovements to be assumed by the State Highway
Department and will award contracts for thies construction.

It 1s contemplated in 1941 that the State Highway Department wlll complete its
portion of the ipprovements, and the City of Austin will contlnue with the improvements
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for which it assumes responsibility so that by 1642 the City of Auatin will have come
. pleted its portion of thes lmprovements, together with the neoeasary right.of-way.
In undertaking this program as indlcated, it 1s understood by both the City of
Austin and the State Highway Department that looations, grade lines, and other matters
pertaining to the development of the entire project will be mutually agreed upon by
the City Manager and the engineers represonting the City of Austin and the State Highway
Engineer and hie engineering etaff to the end that the entire development will be
soundly planned, eoconomically built and adequate when completed, from both the stand-
point of the State Highway Department and the City of Austin in so far asoity planning
and other oonsiderations are concerned.
It 18 further understood by both the State Highway Department and the City of
Austin that in the event funds can be made avallable to start and complete the entire
vork ocntemplated in less time than indicated herein, that both parties pledge their
best efforte to this end, and te advance the work as rapldly as possible,
. It 1g further oontemplated and understood by the City Gounoil of the Oity of
. Austin that certaln other projects are oontemplated by the State Highway Department
‘ | invelving the acquisltlion of right-of-way Ly Travis County, and it le understood that
the County offlclals will by separate resolutions agree to acquire such right-of-vay,
and the City Council further dlrects that coples of this resolution shall be attached ;s
to and made a part of a reaolution of the Commissioners Court to thls effect and shall :
be attached to and also :orm a part of a resolution of the State Highway Commission
ratifying and affirming the general terms and understandings outlined herein; and the
City Manager is further directed te file with the State Highway Commissicn and the
Commissloners Court of Travis County coples of thie resolution, and to file with the
ity Clerk of the Clty of Austin coples of the rescolutions to be adepted by the
Commissioners Court of Travis County and the State Highway coﬁmtaalon, and that suoh
resclutions shall constitute the general understanding between all parties concerned
pertalning to this proposed werk, the City Council, however, recognlzing the faot
. that surveye, plans and specifications have yet to be prepared and detalls wlll have

to be mutually agreed upon from time to time as the program progressces.

Ayes, Counoilnmen
Alford, 0il1lis, Mayor Miller, and Councllman Wolf; nays, none; Counoilman Bartholomew

absent.
A letter from Mrs. L. R. Hanna, Secretary of the Parent-Teacher Asscointion of
